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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: In response to Applicant's argument that rejection 
under 35 U.S.C 102 (e) of independent claims 1, 12, 23 is improper because claimed subject matter relied upon is not by another (pages 7- 
8), the Examiner recognizes in order to apply a reference under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e), the inventive entity of the application must be different 
than that of the reference. Note that, where there are joint inventors, only one inventor needs to be different for the inventive entities to be 
different and a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) is applicable even if there are some inventors in common between the application and the 
reference (see M.P.E.P 706.02 (a) II. In this case, the reference has J.H Connelly as inventor while the application has four inventors 
(Brendan Traw, Bruce D. Bridges, Stephen P. Balogh, and Jay H. Connelly). Therefore, the inventive entity of the application is different 
than that of the reference. According, the disclosure in the reference is "by another" as required by 35 U.S.C 102 (e).
